When he gives loans, 
when he invests, when he guar- 
antees, and when he discouhts 
bills, he must ever. have in view 
that it is other people’s money, 
not his own, which he is using. 
And as those other people | 
xome day require to be repaid, he 
must so use their money that he 
in turn’may be sure of his own 
punctual repayment, in view of 
his. liabilities, “So “bricks and 
mortar,” except very temporarily 
and to a very small amount. are 
no fit security for the Banker. 
The second strange miscon- 
ception of banking practice is to 
suppose that Bankers Jend money 
tu traders and individuals. That 
sounds startling, But in fact it is 
traders and individuals who bor- 
row from Bankers—and there is 
a very. obvious difference: No 


| Banker yoes to a timber merchant 


and suggests that he. the mer- 
chant. should buy a cargo of pitch 
the Bank will be 
glad to lénd him thé money to’ 
buy it. It is the timber mei 
chant, if he be so inclined, who 
makés the proposal and is so 
accommodated. I stress what 
may seem paradoxical but there is 
a fundamental principle involved. 
How often have I heard the com- 
plaint that Bankers won't do this 
or that which in fact they are 
guite prepared to do, but for 
which there is no demand. 


“ The Banker, be sure, wishes to 


lend—it pays him. Only. three 
considerations restrain him, The 
first, that there-is no demand, the 
second, that.the proposed loan is 


perilous; the third, that he has |: 


already lent as great a proportiom 
of his depositors’ moneys as he 
prudently should do. 

Basic. 

This “conservatism” of bank- 
ing therefore. is basic. It is 
founded on a vivid sense of re- 
sponsibility to depositors, but it 
by no means implies undue 
caution or lack ‘of the fullest 
liberality in. lending within’ well 
defined limits. . When I have seen 
the stricken faces of men and 
women outside the closed doors of 
broken ‘Banks whose managers 
have -employed. their moneys in 
“ventures” I have wondered if 
among. them were some who 
themselves. had been critics of the. 
safer—and honester methods. 

But over-caution, if not equally, 
is also wrong. It is the duty of 
Banks to give accommodation to 
the full extent of their power: 
What is-this full extent? . Cases

Bankers here are going to be able 
to pay them back “on, demand,” 
and. that scraps of paper express- 
ed for large amounts, across 
which a Banker's acceptance is 
written are “ ag good as gold.” 

I do 
not wish to say moreron the point 
of “dead straightness.” —§ That 
Savours of pharisaism. Rather 
do I indicate strictness of 
method. , It is common property 
that the system obtaining abroad 
are, or at least were, more sport- 
ing—and though I-love sport in 
its place, I distrust it in banking. 
A new hydro-electric rain installa- 
tion’ plant was discovered (I 
invent the example) and the in- 
terested parties flew to their 
Bankers..

The Parliamentary bill pre-

“Mr, Rennie Smith, which has 
: object the abolition of 
capital punishment, proposes the 
substitution of periods of impri- 
sonment. It seeks. to enact that 
in the case of murder or treason 
the penalty proposed to be sub- 
stituted is penal servitude for 
life, and the sentence. is to bea 
fixed sentence, subject to thé 
qualification that if the Jury have, 
recommended the convicted per- 
son to migtey the Court of 
Criminal Appeal. may reduce the 
term of penal servitude to any, 
shorter term not less’ than ten 
| years, In cases other than mur- 
| der oF treason the Court may pass 
a sentence of penal servitude for 
life, or of imprisonment, with or 
without hard labour, for any term 
not exceeding two years. The 
bill does not affect any liability 
under naval or military law, and 
the prerogative of mercy is not 
interfered with. .
